A supply of substitutes for wheat 

flour in Canada is being rapidly aug-

three-quarters of a pound of potato, 
a pint of thin soup and “coffee,” made 
of hawthorne berries. The allowance 
of a German soldier was the same 
only in somewhat greater quantities 
occasionally supplemented by horse 
meat. 

It is a common practice of the 
Germans, the escaped men added, to 
beat their prisoners with clubs and 
the butts of rifles. Wounded prison- 
ers, they say, were sent to hospitals 
only when they were unable to walk 
and then they received little atten- 
tion,

To The Bulletin Legal Dept.: (1) Is 
it possible for a Canadian residing in 
Canada and who has relatives living 
in the United States to enlist in the 
American army? (2) Are American 
soldiers insured, if so, for how much?

(1) If the man is not within class 
one we think that he could probably 
get a permit from the immigration 
authorities and the military authori- 
ties to go to the United States and 
enlist there. If, however, he comes 
within class one, we do not think he 
would be able to get a permit (3) 
The government of the United States 
has made provision for insuring all 
members of its army up to $10,000 at 
a premium which is calculated to be 
the actual cost of the insurance, The 
premiums are paid by the men, that 
is, they are deducted from the pay. 
The insurance is entirely optional with 
the men. There is also some pro- 
vision that the insurance can be con- 
tinued after the war, but there will be 
some adjustment in premiums
